when Julius A. Germany, of Dallas, 
who has been in Bryan the past 
three 
days announced 
th at he would drill three deep new test wells in the South­ 
western part of the county, near Bryan. 
The three new 
locations have been made and active drilling will begin 
immediately, as soon as machinery and etc. can be set up. 
SURVEY MADE 
Geologists hav 
been making a 
geological survey of 
the 
county 
southwest of Bryan for the past 
two months and it appears to have 
a structure or salt dome. 
From 
the log of the Vick well, drilled 
2 1-2 miles southwest of Bryan 
some months ago it has been de­ 
termined that it was off the struc­ 
ture. 
It is now contemplated to 
drill three wells on th 
structure 
in addition to the one already drill­ 
ing, unless the first w. ll proves a 
producer. 
The purpose is to find 
the oil if there is any in this struc­ 
ture and Mr. Germany expects to 
make a thorough test. 
This is a most im portant

nouncement for Brazos county as 
th re has been but little interest 
in the development of an oil field 
in Brazos county for the past few 
months, due it is said, to the unfa­ 
vorable conditions of the crude oil.

Considerable improvement 
of our eggs already has partially 
remedied this condition as shown 
v oui huge shipments north this 
year, and more care in the pro­ 
duction of our summer eggs will 
remove it entirely.

This is the time of year when 
the case-rate of malaria begins to 
rise, unless mosquito control meas­ 
ures are used, according to Dr. J. 
Anderson, state health officer, 
who is conducting a campaign to 
secure the cooperation of individ­ 
uals and communities in the con­ 
trol of this disease and who urges 
mosquito control programs in all 
towns in malaria sections. 
“ By mosquito control,” Dr. An­ 
derson stated, “ is m eant the elim­ 
ination of mosquito breeding plac- 
Medieal science has made pos­ 
sible the prevention of malaria, as 
well as numerous 
other 
diseases 
and the fact, that mosquitoes, the 
carriers of this disease, are allow­ 
ed to br ed unmolested to become, 
a health menace to a community, is 
indeed regrettable. Malaria is not 
only a health problem but it also 
the cause of serious economic loss 
to any town or district. 
Method* of Mosquito Control

Public Health Law 
Two bills affecting public health 
far reaching in their scope, were 
passed by the special session of the 
legislature just closed. 
One 
of 
these bills provide* for the reor­ 
ganization of the State Depart­ 
ment of Health, with the appoint­ 
ment by the Governor 
of a Sate 
Board of Health, composed of six 
members, and the appointment of 
the state health officer 
of 
this 
board. 
This bill carries the emer 
gency clause, and was signed by 
the Gov- rnor on the 9th of June. 
Another bill 
affecting 
public 
health is the new vital statistics 
law, which has also been signed by 
the Governor. This bill is modeled 
after laws now in effect in states 
within the registration area of the 
U nit d States, one of the features 
being the appointment by the state 
health officer of a registrar in ev­ 
ery precinct in the state, these 
registrars making reports direct to 
the state health department. 
It is 
hoped that the enacment o fthis 
law will increase reports to the ex­ 
tent that Texas will within the 
next year be adm itted to the Fed­ 
eral registration ar a.

Trail. 
Many 
Grass now grows on the North­ 
ern Cattle Trail 
of Texas, which 
VRS once tho road to riches and ro­ 
mance, 
And 
where 
not 
over­ 
grown by grass, the trail has been 
wiped out by the tiller of the soil. 
Here and there, you may still I md 
jew paths four feet apart for a 
S h of several miles. 
That is 
,urt of the old trail. But the long 
beaten paths, narrow 
and 
once 
well defined through the M ates ot 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, ( ol- 
orado and Kansas, have about dis­ 
a p p e a re d . 
Fiction 
writers, pic­ 
tured it as a beaten highway with­ 
out a blade of grass upon it but 
those who wrote in Ibis way of the 
trail probably were looking out on 
the New York 
harbor 
as 
hey 
wrote and the chances are they 
had never been west of 
Bufialo, 
New York. 
For the Northern 
Cattle Trail 
never was a broad highway, as we 
find highways today. 
It consisted 
merely of cow paths parallel 
to 
5 each other. 
For a time it wound 
from Brownsville to Kansas, but 
its existence was somewhat brief. 
The Old San Antonio Road, which 
was a cattle trail no less than the 
Northern Trail, had a continuous 
existence of more than a hundred 
years, and even now parts of it 
are in use. 
T rail E n d u red 28 Y e a r. 
But the Northern Trail endured 
for only twenty-eight years. 
Be­ 
fore that time cattle were driven 
to New Orleans and to the army 
posts, and a few cattle were driv­ 
en over an old military trail as 
far as Sedalia, Mo. The Northern 
Trail did not really come into ex­ 
istence until the 
Kansas 
Pacific 
Railroad reached A bilene Kansan, 
after which there was a continua 
ous stream of 
cattle 
northward 
from Brownsville, Texas, and in­ 
termediate points. 
I hey 
were 
driven in herds of 
about 
2,500 
each. 
Beginning in 1807, 35,000 
cattle were driven to Abilene. By 
1875, the peak waB 
reached and 
750,000 cattle were driven up the 
trail. Gradually from that time on 
the number grew less and less un­ 
til it closed in 1805 before the 
advance of the railroads and oth­ 
er factors which forced down the 
prices of Longhorn cattle. 
Cattle drivers usually speak of 


.. as the Northern 
call it the Chisholm 
Trail, 
how­ 
e v e r. 
If they refer to the trail 
pioneered by Jesse Chisholm up 
ilu> Arkansas river, they are. not 
far wide of the truth, because the 
Northern Trail crossed the Chis­ 
holm Trail ut some point on the 
way northward, no m atter how it 
changed. 
And the Northern Trail 
did change as the railroads moved 
westward. 
In the early years of 
the cattle drives the trail wound 
us way to Colbert’s Ferry on Red 
River. 
Several years 
later 
the 
trail crossed Red River 
at 
lied 
River crossing. 
In 
the 
eighties 
Doan's Store was the main cross­ 
ing, and then the 
trail 
followed 
the Kansas-Colorado line. 
O rigin of th* Trail*. 
There was a good deal of con­ 
fusion in the 
discussion 
of the 
trail. 
When cattle men m et one 
would say he followed 
the Chis­ 
holm Trail northward- from 
San 
Antonio. 
Another 
would say he 
followed the Chisholm Trail thru 
the- western part of 
the 
State. 
With the organization of the Old 
Time Trail 
Drivers 
Association, 
one of the first ta^ks was to de­ 
termine just where 
these 
trails 
lay and their proper names. 
It 
was then ascertained 
that 
Jesse 
< hisholm had pioneered the trail 
along the Arkansas 
river, 
while 
John Chishum had blazed a trail 
to the head of the Concho river in 
West Texas. 
Another trail 
ran 
north along the 
Pecos river into 
the Colorado 
country. 
It 
had 
been pioneered by Charles Good­ 
night, of Goodnight, Texas, in the 
late sixties, and was known as 
the Goodnight and Loving Trail. 
These trails of the West served 
only a small portion of the herds 
that were driven North into Kan­ 
sas and the Northwest. 
Most of 
the herds followed the Northern 
Trail.

Nothwithstanding the fact that 
the bran mash formula has been 
given in the Bryan Eagle several 
times some continue to ask for it, 
thus showing that the formula was 
not filed away or remembered for 
future use. 
However, since there 
are complaints of grasshopper in­ 
festations in some localities of the 
country, we give herewith the for­ 
mula and directions aa offered by 
R. R. Reppert, entomologist of the 
Extension Service: 
Coarse wheat 
bran, 26 lbs. Paris green or white 
arsenic I pound, high grade amyl 
acetate (avoid cheap 
grades of 
banana oil or bronzing liquids) I 
ounce, cane ot sorghum molasses 
(avoid cora 
syrup) 
2 
quarts. 
Water sufficient to mak< a moist 
mash as explained below: Mix the 
bran and poison together thorough­ 
ly. 
Dilute the amyl acetate and 
molasses in about two gallons of 
water. 
Pour this liquid over the 
mixture of poison and bran until 
every particle is moist. Then take 
further additions of irater and mix 
thoroughly 
until 
a mash is ob- 
taim d that it quite moist, yet so it 
will fall apart after being tightly 
squeezed and so may be 
readily 
sown broadcast. 
This quantity of 
mash should be broadcast so as to 
cover about five acres. 
A good 
practice is to mix at night and sow 
early in the morning before nine 
o’clock since the hoppers do not 
actively ft*d un.il the dew dries 
up. 
If it is desired to kill hoppers

In the late seventies it became 
necessary to move the traii farther 
West, as the old trail was taken 
up by farmers. 
“The trail was changed so as to 
go through Wilson, Bexar, Ken­ 
dall, Kerr, Kimble, Menard, Con­ 
cho, McCullough, Coleman, Calla­ 
han, Doan’s Store (or the creasing 
on the Red River). 
Later on, the 
Southern herds quit the old trail 
in San Patricio county and went 
through Live Oak, McMullen,

Edwards and intersected the West­ 
ern Trail in Kimble

Mr. Saunders 
explained 
that 
several of the Texas counties were 
not organized at that 
time 
and 
none organized in the Indian Ter­ 
ritory. 
Tex** C a ttle P o o r a n d L an d P o o r 
Texas was cattle poor and land 
poor when the drives started. The 
Carpet Baggers had issued 
land 
certificates 
which 
came to 
be 
worth next to nothing. 
In some 
parts of the State, land was not 
worth more than tw enty cents an 
acre. 
Probably the average value 
throughout the State 
was 
about 
one dollar an acre. 
Except in East 
Texas 
there 
were no cattle ranches. 
Longhorn 
cattle had multiplied until 
there 
were more than four million of 
them, in 1867. 
While there was 
this great surplus of meat on the 
hoof in Texas, the Eastern States 
were cattle poor. 
But this condition had existed 
to some extent for two centuries 
and as far back as 1716 a French 
trader was making his way into 
Texas to obtain cattle and horses 
for the French posts in Louisiana. 
The cattie and horses 
of Texas 
were of Spanish origin. 
Their 
ancestors had 
been brought 
to 
Mexico by Cortez, and those who 
came after him in the Sixteenth 
century. 
These animals were tak­ 
en to frontier points along 
the 
Rio Grande river and into Texaa 
Many escaped into the mesquite 
and, finding water, multiplied in 
ti wild state. 
In some districts the 
mustangs were more plentiful than 
the cattle, and Stephen F. Austin's 
colony subsisted on them to a large 
extent for two years. 
Before a m arket was found in 
Kansas, men had tried New Or­ 
leans and arm y posts in the In­ 
dian Territory. 
But it 
was not 
until the packers of Chicago, Kan­ 
sas City and Omaha introduced 
dressed beef and refrigeration that 
cattle began to be loaded by the 
thousands in Abilene 
and 
other 
cow towns of Kansas. 
Until the 
seventies there was 
only 
pork 
packing and meat was preserved 
by drying and pickling. 
Dressed 
meat and 
refrigeration 
made it 
poaisble to convey the Texas steer 
in edible form to 
New England, 
where there 
was 
the 
greatest 
scarcity of cattle. 
Romance there was and adven­ 
ture on the N orthern Trail. 
Men 
like George Saunders and Colonel 
Ike Pryor were lured to the trail 
by tales of buffalo hunts, stam­ 
pedes and Indian encounters. Ev- 
t n women were attracted to the 
life of the traii. 
Samuel Dunn 
Houston, of San Antonio, picked 
up a boy at a

Land became 
valuable for 
stock raising

increased from $1 to $10 an acre 
as a result of the drive. 
There are other heroes in the 
history of the State, but it would 
be hard to find one who bas done 
as much for th e happiness and de­ 
velopment of the 
Stat.’ 
as the 
Texas steer. 
Longhorn Now a Curiosity. 
What was his reward? 
He is 
missing from the range. 
Breeded 
cattle like the 
Shorthorn, 
the 
H ereford, 
have taken bis place. 
Soon, what is said to be the last 
of the species on the 
range, 
al­ 
though one or two of his mates 
may be scattered about, 
will 
be 
driven by cowboys from Bandera, 
Texas, to the zoo in Brackenridge 
Park, San Antonio. 
The great 
Edwards Plateau, between Austin 
and the Rio Grande river, prob­ 
ably the most expansive goaling 
strip of ground in 
the 
country, 
now is dotted with Merino sheep, 
Angora goats as 
well as breeded 
cattle, but old “ Doggy,” old “ Sea 
Lion,” old “ H atrack,’' as he was 
called in 
various 
communities, 
has become a curiosity for a zoo. 
His great horse

lem, since one Longhorn in a cat­ 
tle car could wreck havoc if arous­ 
ed; and not many could be hauled 
in a car.
